Your Committee have considered the question referred to them, of the dates which it is 
desirable to fix in the time-tables for 1852, as those on which the mails should leave Australia 
and India. They have had before them the representations made by the Victorian Govern- 
ment regarding the inconvenience of a departure from Melbourne at midday on Monday in 
the monsoons, as well as those of the Government of India, respecting the disadvantage under 
which Calcutta labours in consequence of the mail leaving that place on Saturday in the 
monsoon, and on Monday in the fair season, They have also discussed the question of the 
Melbourne mails with Major-General Pasley, the Acting Agent General for Victoria, 

Under the time-tables for the present year the mails should during the monsoon leave 
Melbourne on Monday, Adelaide on Wednesday, King George’s Sound on Sunday, and Galle 
on Sunday, and should arrive at Suez on Tuesday. ‘he corresponding mails would leave 
Calcutta on Saturday, and Bombay on Tuesday, arriving at Suez also on Tuesday. The 
combined mails are due in London on Monday afternoon. In practice, the Government of 
Victoria has, during the present year, on all occasions except one, detained the vessel at 
Melbourne till 1 p.at.on Tuesday ; but, notwithstanding the departure being later by 24 hours, 
the mails have not, on the whole, arrived in London after the contract time. 

To sanction the delay of the departure of the mail from Melbourne for a whole day would 
involve the corresponding mail being fixed to leave Calcutta on Sunday, which would not be 
aceepted by the Government of India.

Resotution.—The Secretary of State for India having approved of the appointment of 
a Director of the Indian Marine, as well as of a Deputy Director, and having intimated that 
Captain H. W. Brent, x.v., has been appointed as Director, the Right Hon’ble the Governor. 


General in Council is pleased to direct, in pursuance of the instructions of Her Majesty’s 


Government, that the whole of the establishments, afloat acd ashore, appertaining to the 
Indian Marine on the Eastern and Western Divisions, as well as the Department of Marine 
Surveys, shall be placed under the Director of Marine, who will exercise administrative 
authority over such establishments under the orders of the Government of India, in the 
Military (Marine) Department. 

2. The head-quarters of the Director of Marine shall be established at Bombay, 
but he will visit and inspect the establishments at Calcutta aud elsewhere whenever it may 
be necessary to do so.

Such Commander shall not, except as hereinafter provided, allow any commu- 
nication, either with the pilot boat, except orally, or with the shore, or 
with any other vessel or boat in the harbour, 

II. Immediately on any such arrival being signalled, the Health’Officer of the 
port shall go alongside the vessel and, if communication with the shore is 
desired, shall direct the Commander to take the vessel to the quarantine 
anchorage, duly appointed and notified in that behalf by the Resident, 
there to remain for a period of seven days from the date of arrival in the 
harbour, and undergo disinfection, which should apply as well to crew, 
passengers, effects, und susceptible goods. The Health Officer shall also 
direct the Commander to prohibit, during the period for which the vessel 
remains at the quarantine anchorage as aforesaid, all communication, 
except such as is hereinafter provided for, between such vessel and the 

“ shore, or other vessels and boats in the harbour. If communication with 
the shore is not required the vessel shall not enter the inner harbour, and 
no communication in any way shall be allowed with the pilot boat, except 
orally, or with the shore or with any vessel or boat in the harbour. 

IV. If during the period a vessel is at the quarantine anchorage aforesaid. any 
case or cases of cholera should occur on board, the said vessel shall 
remain in quarantine for a period of seven days from the date of the last 
case occurring, and be subject to all the prohibitions provided for in 
Rule III. 

V. When any vessel has been placed in quarantine as aforesaid, the Health 
Officer may direct the removal of so many of the passengers and crew as 
may not be suffering from illness, and whose services may not be required 
on board the vessel, to such particular spots, as may from time to time be 
selected by the Resident as places of quarantine, there to remain for a 
period of seven days. If a case of cholera occurs among such passengers 
and crew during apy such period, they shall remain in a place of quaran- 
tine for a period of fifteen days from the date of the occurrence of the 
last case of such illness, 

VI. Any mails or cargo which may be brought by any vessel so arriving, shall 
be landed under such precautions as the Health Officer may deem neces- 
sary to prevent the spread of the disease. 

VII. It will be the duty of the Port Officer to facilitate the conveyance to all 
vessels in quarantine of such supplies of provisions, stores, and other 
articles, as may be required by those on board. Such supplies will be 
placed on the boats of the vessels in quarantine to be subsequently 
removed by members of their crews. 

VIII. All vessels arriving at Aden which may have communicated with vessels 
Coming from the port of Bombay or from the ‘Turkish Red Sea ports 
shall -be subjected to the same quarantine as vessels arriving at Aden 
from the port of Bombay or from the Turkish Red Sea ports.

My Lorp Maxquis,—Having noticed the heavy expenditure aunually incurred by the 
Indian revenues on account of stores imported from England, we have now under consider- 
ation the question how best to develop such branches of local manufactures as may admit 
of + ia as far as practicable the expenditure incurred on the importation of stores from 
England. 

a There appear good grounds for the expectation that, if the Government of India 
publicly express their willingness to accept articles of local manufacture in preference to 
obtaining them from England, private enterprise in many branches of manufacture will 
sooner or later be forthcoming to compete for such supply. Wedo not anticipate that 
articles of local manufacture can in the beginning be equal in all respects to those imported ; 
still we see no reasou why they should not in many cases be as durable; and by offering 
every encouragement to local industry, we hope to obtain articles at rates equivalent to, if 
not less than, those paid by the Store Department, India Office. ; Mbyate 

3. We have been led to these remarks by a question recently submitted to us epi 
ing the supply of cloth for the uniform of the Army. At present no cloth suitable for 
British troops is manufactured in India, but we believe that the fabrication of such cloths in 
India is by no means impossible ; and we would therefore beg to enquire whether there is_ 
any objection on the part of Her Majesty’s Government to accept for British troops weturn- 
ing home clothing made of any otver material save that bearing the Pimlico mark, at the 
full value of English clothing, if it be of equally good quality.

6. It will now rest with your Government to adopt such measures as you may deem
